collectors, deliverymen and the 
like.” The ruse allowed the FBI 
to discover the “neighborhood, 
if not the house, where the 
gang w'as 
hiding,” the 
neu-s 
magazine said. 
“We haven’t had men dresed 
or posing like that,’ Bates said. 
The 
FBI 
“ was 
busy 
all 
weekend” c o n d u c t i n g the 
search without success, he said. 
It has been 77 days since 
Miss Hearst, 20, was carried 
away 
screaming 
from 
her 
Berkeley, Calif., apartment by 
the te r r o r i s t revolutionary 
group. 
Miss 
Hearst 
was 
photo­ 
graphed 
accompanying 
SLA 
bank robbers last Monday, and 
FBI and local law enforcement 
agencies since have imposed a 
gag rule to prevent release of 
information which could prove 
prejudicial 
in 
the 
eventual 
prosecutions of SLA members. 
A debate has ensued over 
whether Miss Hearst, daughter 
of 
San 
Francisco 
Examinar 
Editor Randolph A. Hearst, was 
involved directly in the heist of 
$10,690 from a San Francisco 
bank or whether she was forced 
to participate. 
In the robbery photographs, 
taken by a bank camera, Miss 
Hearst was seen carrying an 
automatic 
carbine. 
She 
was 
charged 
only 
with

material witness in a federal 
complaint 
issued 
nine 
hours 
after 
the 
bank 
holdup 
and 
wounding of two bystanders. 
Meanwhile, 
police say they

Blast Rocks Manhattan, 
Count 53 Injured

NEW 
YORK 
(UPI) - An 
explosion and fire, apparently 
caused 
by 
accumulated 
gas, 
today ripped through a com­ 
mercial 
building 
and heavily 
damaged 
an 
adjacent 
apart­ 
ment building just one block 
from the United Nations. 
A check of hospitals showed 
53 
persons were 
treated 
for 
injuries, most of them minor. 
Two men working in a garage 
under the apartment building 
were 
unaccounted for and a 
search for them was underway. 
Most 
of the 
injured 
came 
from 
the 
Envoy 
Towers, 
a 
residential 
building 
adjoining 
the structure where the blast 
occurred,, 
and 
they 
suffered 
cuts from, flying glass. The 250 
families in the building were 
ordered evacuated. 
The injured were taken to

One suf­ 
fered serious burns, a Bellevue 
Hospital spokesman said. 
The blast shortly before !7 
a.m. 
EDT severely damaged, 
the two buddings and blew out 
windows in the east midtown 
area between Second and First 
avenues from 42nd Street north 
to 50th Street. 
One of the buildings, a 22- 
story block-long office building 
at 305 E. 45th St., suffered the

As you whiz down the hi:h- 
way north of Milroy in Rush 
County, you may s|>ot a small 
sign which reads, “ Homemade 
Bread.” Following the gravel 
road to the east, you find a 
white 
farm 
house 
with 
a 
brightly painted swing set in the 
yard and a large friendly dog 
on the porch It appears to be 
just another farm unless you 
notice the absence of electrical 
wires leading to the hou>c or 
see one of the members of the 
Coblentz 
family 
tending 
the 
garden. 
Elsie and Alice Coblentz who 
own the 
109 acre farm are 
Amish. They moved to Ru*h 
County from Greentown, Ohio. 
Shortly 
after 
their 
move, 
m em bers of the Amish 'com­ 
munity living around Milroy. 
urged Elsie to try her hand at 
selling her homemade bread. 
Elsie’s baking has developed 
into a thriving business. Atice 
shares in the task of turning 
out 200 to 250 loaves of bread 
a week. The golden loavo* are 
delicious and have a slightly 
salty flavor. They arc displayed 
on a large rack in the living 
room 
along 
with 
homemade 
noodles, fresh eggs, cakes, and 
other sweets. Many of '’heir 
customers have placed standing 
orders. 
. 
On busy days, Elsie and Atlee 
beat their rooster up to began 
baking at 2:30 a m 
Tuesdays 
and Thursdays are slow days 
when they sleep in until 4 a m 
Customers arc greeted warm ly 
by Elsie 
and 
the 
aroma 
of 
bread and cake baking in the 
two gas ovens. 
The baking finished for the 
day. Elsie’s work is far from 
done. Between customer* 
she 
keeps house, takes care of their 
four children, helps with the 
l i v e s t o c k , tends a large 
vegetable garden, and makc< 
most of the family clothing. All 
thc>c things arc accomplishc I 
while 
strictly 
following the 
Amish teachings which exclude 
t h e 
use 
of 
electricity, 
telephones, 
automobiles, 
and 
many modem conveniences. In 
spite o fthis, she seems less 
harried 
than 
many 
modern 
housewives 
a n d 
graciously 
agreed to spend 
some 
tim e 
talking 
with 
me 
about 
the 
Amish life style. 
Elsie is a pleasant outgoing: 
woman w'ho is obviously fond 
of animals and plant* 
Every 
corner of the living room is 
brightened by African violets 
and philodendron As we talke 1. 
two small frisky dogs vied for 
attention. 
Engrossed 
in 
our 
conversation. I didn t glance up 
as one brushed past my leg. 
Seconds later, the “dog” let out 
a mournful baa! At my feet, 
was a tiny white lamb 
The 
lamb, weighing only two pounds 


at birth was too small to nurse 
anti had to be bottle fed. Due 
to a cold snap, the lamb was 
invited inside. 
Since the Amish way of life 
and manner of dress differs so 
from most of society, I asked 
Elsie to explain the origin of 
their teachings. She said that 
while there is some Biblical 
basis for their beliefs, it is 
mainly Amish tradition. Today's 
Amish families have retained 
the ways and styles of their 
ancestors who im migrated to 
America. 
The Amish style of clothing 
is very plain and serviceable. 
Elsie and the girls wear ankle 
length dresses of dark colors. 
Their heads are covered by 
small white caps that tie under 
the chin Atlee, who has a full 
beard, and the boys also wear 
dark sturdy clothes. 
A 
treadle 
sewing 
machine 
aids Elsie in making all the 
clothing except underwear and 
p l a i n 
work 
shirts. 
She 
laughingly relates her one fling 
with a friend’s electric machine. 
Before >he had a chance to even 
straighten 
the 
m aterial, 
the 
electric m onster grabbed it and 
stitched it together. She quickly 
r e t r e a t e d 
home 
to 
her 
manageable treadle machine. 
The laundry is washed in a 
wringer type machine powered 
by a gas motor. Elsie likes to 
make her own laundry soap. 
Powdered detergent just doesn’t 
suit 
her. 
The 
clothes 
are 
pressed with a gas iron which 
works like a coleman stove The 
weight is 
about that of an 
electric iron. 
I asked Elsie if she was in 
favor of equal rights for women. 
“ Oh. no!” she exclaimed She 
does not believe that women are 
supposed to be equal to men. 
Elsie 
feels 
that 
since 
God 
created Adam and then made 
Eve from his rib, woman is 
m eant to stand under m an’s 
arm. 
The Coblentz family is a close 
knit 
unit 
and 
enjoy 
being 
together In the evening, they 
often gather in the gas lit living 
room to sing or read. Their 
reading m aterial consists ex­ 
clusively 
of 
the 
Bible 
and 
publications 
from 
the 
Amish 
printing house in Canada 
The three 
older 
children, 
Mabel 14. Ben 12. and Miriam 
i). attend the Amish school The 
youngest. Daniel, is five. Fifty- 
seven children are enrolled in 
the new one room school which 
is financed totally by the Amish 
Church. Upon completion of the 
eighth 
grade, 
a 
youngster’s 
formal education 
is 
finished. 
They then devote their time to 
helping with the family farm 
or business. 
With the lure of the modern 
world. 1 wondered if many of 
the Ami.'h young were turning 


away from 
their 
traditions. 
Elsie confirmed that there was 
rebellion among the young as 
w i t h 
many 
youth 
today. 
However, 
since 
the 
Amish 
prar ice adult rather than infant 
baptism, 
many young people 
return to the church after their 
rebellious years. 
Amish church services are an 
im portant part of community 
life. The 27 Amish families in 
the area take turns hosting the 
services in their homes every 
other Sunday. After the service, 
the members visit while sharing 
a 
light lunch. 
The 
alternate 
Sundays are spent in family 
devotions. 
In this fast paced hurry up 
world, the Coblentz family goes 
calm ly along in their horse 
drawn buggy without electric 
lights. T V., radio, movies, or 
mini skirts. As Elsie so aptly 
summed it up, “We believe a 
slow way of living is best.”

(UPI) -R e p , 
John Brademas, 
D-Ind., said 
Friday he would introduce legis­ 
lation to provide extended un­ 
employment 
compensation 
to 
workers whose benefits h a v e 
been exhausted. 
Brademas said the bill in the 
Senate would be sponsored by 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D- 
Mass. The measure is prompted 
by the nation’s energy crisis, 
Brademas said. 
“ Over 2.000 workers have al­ 
ready exhausted their regular 
benefits, especially in Elkhart 
County, and that number is ex­ 
pected to steadily increase in 
the weeks ahead,” he said. Elk­ 
hart is a center for the manu­ 
facture of mobile homes and re­ 
creational vehicles. A gasoline 
shortage has resulted in a de­ 
cline in sales for these type of 
units.

“ I am concerned that Con­ 
gress find the most efficient 
and immediate way to provide 
assistance to these workers and 
the energy crisis has cut across 
so many lines and into so many 
businesses that it would be u- 
fair to say that one worker may 
be eligible while another m a y 
not,” he said. 
Brademas, who outlined h i s 
legislation here to employment, 
Felfa re and government leader 
said the federal govemm n t 
would pay 100' per cent of the 
ms is. The bill would provide 
these special .benefit* from. Feb. 
1 of this year to July 31, 1976.
